Ancient Tale of Liberation 


The most belov ed of all Jewish festiv als is 
probably Passov er. This holiday (the first n ig ht 
of which is Thu rsday ) celebrates freedom—the 
v alu e most cherished amon g Jews, an d for that 
matter all men , for thou san ds of y ears. Passov er 
is thu s referred 
to as 
“ The Festiv al 
of 
Liberation .” 
The Seder din n er is the heart of the Passov er 
celebration . The feast is relig iou s serv ice for the 
home an d all family members participate. 
Aside from tradition al dishes an d matzoh, 
u n leav en ed bread, the main stay of the Seder 
(which mean s “ order” in Hebrew) is the epic 
tale of the en slav emen t of the Jews in Eg y pt by 
the Pharoahs, an d the Jews’ su bsequ en t escape 
to a 40-y ear wan derin g an d then arriv al in the 
promised lan d. 


t h e n a m e p a s s o v E Rcomes from the fact 
that God had to brin g 10 plag u es on the Eg y p­ 
tian s before they wou ld con sen t to let the Jews 
ou t of bon dag e. Each plag u e was more sev ere 
than the last, bu t the Eg y ptian s refu sed to free 
the Jews. Fin ally , the 10th plag u e, the killin g of 
the first born , was brou g ht u pon the Eg y ptian s. 
To sig n al the An g el of Death to spare their 
homes, Jews were in stru cted to place an “ X” in 
lam b’s blood on their doors. The An g el of Death 
n oted the markin g s an d passed ov er the Jewish 
homes, thu s the holiday became kn own as 
Passov er. 
The tale is told ev ery y ear du rin g the holiday 
as in stru cted in the Talmu d, au thoritativ e an ­ 
cien t book of Jewish tradition , which calls u pon 


all fathers at Passov er to “ recite the story to 
y ou r son , say in g : ’I am tellin g it to y ou becau se 
of what the Lord did for me when I came ou t of 
Eg y pt,.’ ” 
This y ear’s Passov er celebration may be more 
sig n ifican t than an y of those in the past. A 
strikin g parallel may be drawn between the 
ex odu s of the Jews from Eg y pt to the promised 
lan d an d the ex odu s of Sov iet Jews to Israel. 
The an cien t Jews wan dered for 40 y ears in the 
desert. Today ’s Sov iet Jews who are fortu n ate 
en ou g h to be allowed to leav e spen d sev eral day s, 
in Au stria en rou te to Israel. 


IN ANCIENT Tl MESt he promised lan d was 
larg ely u n occu pied. Today it is boomin g Israel. 
It is estimated that it costs $25,000 to brin g a 
Sov iet Jew to Israel an d help him to establish 
himself. The cost is larg ely born e by citizen s of 
the world, Jews an d n on -Jews alike. 
Du rin g the Seder serv ice for the past few y ears 
man y families hav e recited special pray ers for 
the Jews of the Sov iet Un ion . This y ear man y 
more will do the same. 
The festiv e Passov er meal will en d with 
children an d their paren ts sin g in g mediev al 
Hebrew n u rsery rhy mes. This addition al par­ 
ticipation by the y ou n g sters is n ot u n in ten tion al, 
for Passov er is basically a festiv al for children . 
It is a holiday desig n ed to help them learn 
abou t, kn ow an d cherish the basic rig hts of 
equ ality an d freedom, rig hts celebrated n ot on ly 
for Jews bu t for all men of all races an d all 
relig ion s.

Middle East specialists here 
predict he will no t leav e empty - 
handed. 
Hussein’s v isit, his fifth since 
the 19 67 Arab-Israeli war and 
third since Nix o n became presi­ 
dent, is described as strictly 
priv ate. In additio n to his ap­ 
po intment with the President, 
the king will lunch with Secre­ 
tary o f State William P. Ro gers 
and return to the White Ho use 
fo r a dinner with Nix o n. 
Hussein 
might 
elicit

American reactio n to his pro ­ 
po sal fo r a semiauto no mo us 
Palestinian state o n the West 
Bank, no w o ccupied by Israel. 
Since the king disclo sed his 
plan in a speech March 15, U.S.

co mment o n it. No r has there 
been a respo nse fro m the pro - 
Arab 
So v iet 
Unio n, 
despite 
no isy denunciatio ns o f the Hus­ 
sein pro po sal in sev eral Arab 
capitals. 
Silence sho uld no t be inter­ 
preted as appro v al, so me o ffi­ 
cials say priv ately . They ac­ 
kno wledged, ho wev er, that Hus­ 
sein’s initiativ e at least repre­ 
sents so me mo v ement in an 
o therwise-fro zen situatio n.

States had no part in the prepa- 
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ratio n o f the pro po sal and was 
no t info rmed o f it o fficially be­ 
fo re the mo narch spo ke. 
Military aid to Jo rdan, sus­ 
pended when Hussein igno red 
Washingto n’s adv ice and went 
to war against Israel in 19 67, 
was resumed in the fall o f 19 70 
after the king defeated the Pal­ 
estinian guerrillas in Jo rdan 
and their Sy rian suppo rters. 
Under a supplemental appro ­ 
priatio n v o ted by Co ngress in 
December o f that y ear, Jo rdan 
has receiv ed $30 millio n, and 
the current fiscal-y ear budget 
pro v ides fo r a $45 -millio n grant 
to Jo rdan. The administratio n 
is asking fo r $40 millio n fo r the 
co ming fiscal y ear.
